Franklin D. Baldwin, commander of 
the Department of Colorado, who has 
been asked by the war department at 
Washing-ton to explain an interview 
in this city recently in which he was 
quoted as speaking disparagingly r.f 
the negro as a soldier, says that his 
statements were misunderstood.

an interview printed in the News to- 
day the general is credited with ths 
following statement: 


"The inference from the interview 


in question by which I am made to 
appear as disregarding the lives of 
the negro and Filipino 
soldiers is 


ridiculous, as my past 
record will 


sustain. As to the portion of the in- 
terview relative to the Filipino and 
negro soldier being 
disparaged, I 


was entirely misquoted, for the word- 
ing was of the harshest character. 
What I intended to say was to ex- 
press an entirely opposite sentiment 
as to my feelings regarding the Fili- 
pino and negro soldier. 


"I class both as second only to the 


American soldier and I would ven- 
ture any military 
enterprise with 


cither one of these nationalities. I 
consider the Filipino as susceptible 
to the highest state of discipline and 
that, when brought to the test, he 
would make 
magnificent 
fighting 


material. I would trust my chances 
for success and my reputation alone 
with the -Filipino or the negro sol- 
dier."

on Spindls Top, which started at 1

Two hundred 


rigs were on the producing wells. 


The fire started from a lantern at 


the Caldwell Oil company's well. The

rapidity, three blocks, numbers 36, 
37 and 38 beingin ashes by 3 o'clock.

more than six tons, adhesion weight, 
and very small steam pressure. But 
it had other drawbacks. 


Another fallacy which obtained in 


those early days was that a high- 
pitched boiler was disadvantageous, 
if not absolutely dangerous. With 
the driving axle, five fest above the 
rails and a 10-inch crank-throw, the 
under side of the boiler barrel must 
have been at least six feet above the 
rail level^-allcv.-iEg for ths space oc- 
cupied by lagging, etc.—and so with 
a boiler fcur feet in diameter, its 
axis -would have stood fully eight 
feet above the rails. Nowadays 8 
feet 6 inches to 9 feet is deemed a 
perfectly safe hight even for the nar- 
rower 4-foot 8^-inch gauge; but riot 
so in 1838, and, therefore, 
special 


provisions had to be made for the 
10-foot driving wheels. This was 
accomplished by placing the boiler on 
a separtae frame from that to which 
wera attached the cylinders and .the 
leading, driving, and trailing -wheels. 
So, as the boiler frame Vv-as placed on 
six wheels, this eccentric locomotive 
ran on no fewer than 12 wheels, only 
one pair being employed for purposes 
of propulsion. It hardly needs to be 
said that this monstrosity proved an 
immediate and final failure, and was 
never able to do any actual train 
work.

They do not believe 
in th« social equality of the race, and 
chey make no false pretense in regard 
to it. That this does not grow out oi 
hatred of the negro is very plain. It 
seems to me that there is abundant 
sentiment and abundant 
behavior 


among the southern whites toward 
the negroes to make us doubt the 
justice of charging this denial of so- 
cial equality to prejudice, as we usu- 
ally understand the word. 
Perhaps 


it is born of something so much deep- 
er and more imperious than prejudice 
as to amount to a racial instinct; 
Whatever it is, let us remember tha 
it has condoned the negro's share ! 


the humiliation and spoliation of the 
white men of the south during the 
saturnalia 
of reconstruction days, 


and has allowed a kindly feeling for 
the negro to survive the time when 
tho south was deluged by a perilous 
flood of indiscriminate, unintelligent 
and blighting negro suffrage. 


PLEA FOR TOLERANCE. 


"Whatever it is, let us try to be 


that the lifting up of the negro is not 
alone Tuskegee's problem, not alone 
he negro's concern, not alone the 
>outh's duty, but is the problem of 
he nation, because the whole peo- 
ple were responsible for the intro- 
duction and perpetuation of American 
slavery. In behalf of our struggling 
race I want to thank you, Mr. Cleve- 
land, for your deep interest and to 
say to you that because of your in- 
:erest and faith in us we shall see to 
it that the nation is not disappointed 
in our progress or in our usefulness.-'

As he had the 
choice, he selected the plains around 
the splendid city of Sodom, and he 
soon became a resident of that city, 
while Abraham remained in the coun- 
try. I have always felt that Lot made 
a mistake. I do not recall where he 
found his wife, but she must have 
been of the city, or else the country 
air would not so much have affected 
her. She was very much less "fresh" 
than the great majority of her sisters 
and turned into salt as soon as she 
commenced to breath the pure coun- 
try atmosphere. You remember Abra- 
ham's great-grandchildren sold their 
brother down into Egypt and when he 
came into the city he became in reali- 
ty the.founder of the Hebrew race. 
Joseph'very readily took to city life, 
and it was not long until he had 
manipulated the corn market, and 
farmers for miles around tried to se- 
cure options for a seven-years' supply, 
while Joseph became so successful in 
his manipulations that in one instance 
at least he gave, one of his country 
relatives a gold cup. It is iri the cities 
that we receive the cordial welcome; 
they want us to come .and see them, 
and will even send committees to urge 
us to come and partake of their hos- 
pitality—at the usual hotel rates. The 
farmers never do that; they never 
give you any gold cups, or gold bricks; 
but in the town the feeling is now, as 
it was in the time of Joseph, "What do 
you want with so much corn? Take 
a little gold loving cup, with my com- 
pliments." The virtues and the labors 
of the rural communities are their own 
rewards. The ornamental, the beauti- 
ful, the sentimental things in life be- 
long to you of the city class. When 
people have the whole landscape to 
survey, whose right there is none to 
dispute, what do they know or care 
about the beauties of liberty or the

feeding on a leaf must have wonder- 
ed how such a soft, flabby, slimy 
animal can make such a sharp apd 
clean cut incision in the leaf, leny- 
ing an edge as smooth and straighYv 
as if it had been cut with, a knife..- 
This is due to the peculiar and form-- • 
idable mouth he has. 
The snail eats 


with his tongue and the roof of his 
mouth. 
The tongue is a ribbon, 


which the snail keeps in a coil in his 
mouth. . This tongue is in reality a 
band saw, with the teeth on the sur- 
face instead of on the edge.

teeth are so small that as many as 
30,000 of them have been found oa 
one snail's tongue. They are exceed- 
ingly sharp and only a few of then! 
are used at a time— not exactly only

come dulled. When the snail finds, 
that tils tool is becoming blunted, 
he uncoils another section and works 
that out until he has come to the end 
of Ms coil. Then he coils his tongue 
up again and is ready to start in new, 
for while j.e has been using the lat- 
ter portions of the ribbon the teeth 
have grown in again in the idle por- 
tions—the saw has been filed and re-, 
set, so to speak—and while he is us- 
ing them the teeth in the back part 
of the coil are renewed.

Mindoro declare that there can no 
longer be any doubt of the existence 
of such a tribe of white people. Some 
of them claim to have seen members 
of the tribe at a distance on the out- 
skirts of the towns. Surgeon Suggs, 
who is on duty on that island and 
stationed at Mangarin, has made the 
statement that he saw a girl who was 
a member of the tribe, on the out- 
skirts, and described her as having 
a pure white 
skin, blue eyes and 


flaxen hair. She did not remain in 
the vicinity long, but disappeared, 
going into the interior. 


The tribe is supposed to inhabit 


the region around Mount Alcon, in 
the north central part of Mindoro, 
near the thirteenth parallel of lati- 
tude.

garin states that he saw one of the 
men of the tribe near that place some 
months ago and that he had a pure 
white skin and light hair. He says 
the man was about the size of an 
American and that from the lan- 
guage he spoke the sounds resembled 
those of the German language to one 
who is not accustomed to it, but he 
states that it may have possibly been 
English.

scouts, confirms the statement of the 
padre and says that he saw a man 
answering the description near 
same place and at about the sam 
time. The natives of Pola are fin- 
in their assertion that the tribe ex 
ists.

English, the latter be- 
ing the most plausible theory, that 
the English established penal colo- 
nies on the island in the eighteenth 
entury and that when they with- 
rew from the islands the members 
f the colony had made good their es- 
ape and traveled inland and were not 
o be found when they desired to re- 
move them.

tomed to the salt sea and the sights 
and sounds thereof leaps for joy 
when he suddenly encounters a very 
familiar kind of a structure, over the 
door of which is painted in bold let- 
ters "XT. S. Life Saving Station." It 
brings the easterner to with a jump, 
assuming that he is impressionable 
and that the great mysterious island 
sea has had the proper effect on him. 
Smiling yet ominous, kindly yet im- 
placable, with the saffron mist aris- 
ing from the washed out blue of the 
waters, you feel that this body of 
water, so different from anything in 
the world save its four gigantic sis- 
ter lakes,, is the gateway, the en- 
:rance to some abode of fantastic hor- 
rors, and you rather tremble for that 
snub nosed, preposterously uncomely 
steamship, veiled in its own black 
smoke, heading out toward a horizon 
filled with swift moving, ungainly, 
Brobdignagian shapes which the un- 
romantic might call clouds. 


Breasting the shores in baby rip- 


ples, you think little of the material 
harm this sea can bring to the ves- 
sels that fare thereon, because, as has 
been suggested, the first emotions it 
produces are metaphysical ones.

Despite the unfavorable weather 


indications, which have interfered 
greatly with the general scheme of 
decoration which had been planned, 
the do-wn-town portions of the city 
this morning put on more of flag 
and color in honor of the visitors.

times when, storms sweep the lake

ing a boat more of a chance to find 
itself after a smashing wave gives 
the savers a chance to hustle it into 
the .water on the 
backflow. They 


find it much better at the Milwaukee 
station to lower their surf boat down 
the back way under the lee of the 
island into the 
Milwaukee river 


where a tug is ever ready to draw it 
down the ship canal leading from 
the lake to the river, and thus out 
beyond 
the breakers. 
This ship 


canal, by the way, is nothing more 
than two huge breakwaters extend- 
ing in parallel lines about thirty feet 


seas; but he has none the less re- 
spect for Lake-Michigan prowess in 
time of storm for that. A gale on 
this lake, smiling so pleasantly, so 
sweetly, will spring up in the time it 
takes to snap your fingers, and in a 
few minutes the smile hag given way 
to the contortions of anger; and the 
baby wavelets to snarling, rippling 
cross seas. And then, just as quick- 
ly, the anger will vanish, the sun 
will appear and the lake will smile 
again—this time over the harm that 
it has wrought. 
The smile of the 


great lakes is as deceitful as even 
the smile of Judas was. And so 
windjammers on the lakes are ever 
ready to get their canvas, and when 


apart far out into the lake, through 
•which all the vessels bound for Mil- 
waukee enter. Then, they steam 
right up through the center of the 
city, white draw bridges open and 
traffic awaits, •with all the patience 
of long suffering. But this, also, is 
another story-

Captain Olsen was a Norwegian once

A steam- 
ship ashore, or leaking, or plunging 
about with broken steering gear, or 
'a schooner going to pieces In the gale. 
Oh, yes, there is plenty for us to do 
here, but the yachts keep us more 
busy than 
anything else. 
After 


they venture outside the breakwater 
thei'e is never any telling just what 
will happen to them. It takas a gale 
about a minute to spring up Iierc, 
hen they get into trouble ana we 
lave to go out and bring them Jn. 
Yachting is indeed quite sirenuous 
up on the lakes. At one time we had 
thirteen vessels showing distress sig- 
nals off here. That was the day we 
all camo near getting wiped out. 
juess you heard about 
that—the 


storm of May, '95." No, the east- 
erner had not heard about It, but 
it is well remembered by the thou- 
sands who gathered along the Mil- 
waukee bluffs that day in May anr 
witnessed one 
of those tragedies 


which the lakes produce with such 
terrible frequency. 


It was a warm, bright Kay morn 


ing, and the lake never smiled mor 
sweetly. There was barely a clou* 
in the sky and several schooners I: 


with all canvas set. Even the look- 
outs at the life saving station saw 
nothing that gave hint of what was 
to follow. Waim and bright, May, 
who could guess how quickly th« 
change was to comeP The lake neve* 
heeds a gale itself, but it Is ever 
ready to become the fiercest and most 
screeching part of one. And so, when. 
the dark cloud of wind and snow; 
booming northeast from Michigan hit 
the lake, it translated May into De* 
cember and peace into fury in th« 
twinkling of an eye. Down the lake 
it swept with a great roar. The sail- 
ors saw it and made in for the left 
of the great government breakwater* 
Some reached it; others did not, 
Among those ±hat did not was tnft 
schooner Cummings, from Cleveland 
With all canvas doused, save a stay- 
sail, she tried to claw offshore, to- 
ward which she was -hurtling like s> 
projectile from a gun. The air grew 
bitter cold and the spindrift flying 
over the doomed vessel froze to the 
masts and covered the hull with a 
sheath of crystal. The captain, his 
wife and the crew took to the rnasta 
arid lashed themselves thereto, but 
ere it was accomplished she struck 
not a hundred yards from shore,lying - 
over oa her port side. From shore the 
frozen, writhing figures could lie seen 
in the rigging, and tug after tug put 
out in the teeth of the gale only to 
be driven back. 


Finally, after successive efforts 


Japtain Olsen and his crew of hardy 
ifeboat men reached the wreck, but 
iefore they could move a finger to as- 
ist the dying sailors a succession of 
rip hammer waves crushed the life- 
joat 
against the schooner's 
side, 


smashing it and thro-wing the crew 
nto the lake. They all managed to 
cling to what remained of the boat, 
and clinging thus for half an hour 
they were hurled up on the beach, 
still grasping the wreclc of their 
boat 
Undaunted, the life 
savers 


made another effort 
to reach thi 


boat. But it was not to be, the el»» 
ments were not to be defied. 
And 


thus perished, in the eyes of thou- 
sands, eight human beings, but a 
handful of the many which the great 
laks claimed in that storm. 


But it is the exception when Cap- 


tain Olsen and his men do not suc- 
ceed in the arduous task which th« 
government imposes upon them—ta 
save lives and property in times of 
stress, which are only too frequent

from the normal be Tery slight, abun- 
dance of free play in the open air, loose 
clothing, proper food, with attention to 
the excretions, will usually be all that 
is necessary. 


But if the abdomen is quite prom- 


inent and other faults are distinctly 
noticeable, including the curved spine, 
particularly designed exercises have a 
more satisfactory effect 


The pleasurable movements of the 


child's play will prove a valuable nd- 
Juuct to the more specialized exer- 
cises. For this work the child should 
be, of course, lightly and loosely clad. 
The exercises should never be given 
directly after a meal, nor should tbe 
mistake be made of overdoing.

first indication of fatigue should be 
the sign to stop for a time. With a 
little tact the child can soon be made 
to take pleasure and interest in the 
•work. A few minutes two or three 
times a day will be enough at the be-

It grows up in tbe 
shape of a huge pineapple, and seldom at- 
tains a height of more than 11 feet. It has 
a series of broad, beard-like leaves, growing

a gigantic Central American""pineapple. 
When standing erect these broad, tnick 
leaves hide a curious looking arrangement, 
which appears to perform the same functions 
as those of the pistils in flowers.
